lo Troops with tanks, self-propelled guns, armored reconnaissance 
cars, AT guns, light AA guns and motor vehicles were detrained 
at the LUCKENMLDE (N 53/Z 70) railrca d station,, The troops, 
who were detrained on eight consecutive days and nights, accor 
ding to local residents, were said to belong to a tank divi- 
sion. Following their detrainment, the troops left in the 
direction of the JUETERBOG artillery range.

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Ruts of armored vehicles were observed at the V.ITTENBERO 
(N 52/E 37) railroad station on 14 October 1949.
